In spite of the flery manifesto 
sued by Hu Han-min from his re- 
‘reat in Hongkong and supported by 
‘most of the influential leaders in the 
South-west, itis too early to abandon 
all hope that the Fifth National Con- 
[gress of the Kuomintang may be able 
to heal the breach between the mem- 
[bers of the party in the south and 
those wno are doing their utmost to 
straighten out the dificulties of the 
National Government in Nanking. 
‘There can be very little doubt that 
the only differences existing between 
the real powers in the South-west, 
the military commanders, and the 
Nanking Government are chiefly 
Gnancial ana not differences of policy. 
No one can know better than mili- 
tary men who have to control armies 
and have seen their men and re- 
[sources frittered away in campaigns 
against bandits and Communists, that 
a policy of immediate defiance against 
Japan can only bring about greater 
disasters to the nation. It may be 
suspected, therefore, that thelr signa- 
ures to the document in question have 
been appended as a mere matter 
of form. With the politicians, how- 
ever, that is not the case. It will 
be noted from the tone of the mani- 
{esto that the existence of the Kuo- 
mintang seems to these politicians to 
‘be more important than the welfare 
of the nation, which throughout ‘is 
treated as only subsidiary. This 
may, of course, be because the mani- 
{testo deals with a coming Kuomin- 
ang congress. But the same tone 
hhas been observed in other manifes- 
toes ‘unconnected with congresses, 
and it would seem quite justifiable 
{to believe that these politicians look 
ahead with such blurred and confused 
vision that they are unable to dis- 
tinguish between party polities and 
ational policies. ‘The Government is 
Jaccused of numerous failings, among 
them the lack of a foreign’ policy. 
[To foreigners it would seem that the 
[South-west’s objection is not to the 
lack of a policy but to the very det- 
inite and stalesmanlike trend” that 
policy has taken. Jingoism, such as 
the manifesto advocates, is ‘the fore- 
fgn policy of the masses, and it is, 
‘therefore, surprising that’ men with 
good records behind them should 























[support it so strongly. Their motives

cause no great amount of surprise. 
‘The threat that this sporadic war- 
fare is to continue until final de~ 
liverance is achieved is something 
of which Japan may have to take 
notice, and, if indeed China is res 
ponsible for the disorders which 
persist, will endeavour to end them 
by the application of that pressure 
which Japan knows so well how to 
exert. For that reason it is to be 
hoped that the speaker. has been 
incorrectly understood, for his 
statements amount to an admission 
that China is busy fostering a type 
of hostilities which has only” to 
become too troublesome to the 
Japanese in Manchoulcuo' for them 
to take action elsewhere in order 
to secure relief by the applic 
of a counter-irritant. Against such 
treatment China is singularly de~ 
fenceless and if Mr. Quo Tai-chi's 
speech leads to any stich action it 
‘will be greatly to be regretted, 
‘There is a vast difference be- 
tween the refusal to recognize a 
state of affairs brought by Japanese 
‘action since 1931, and the pur- 
suance of a policy of active irrita~ 
tion such as has been admitted 
before the Assembly. It is doubt- 
ful whether the League can coun= 
tenance the continuation of such a 
policy because it is directly at 
variance with the principles it was 
founded to uphold and threatens to 
revive the state of open warfare 
which signalized the first months of 
the Japanese venture in Manchou- 
Kuo. Nevertheless it is possible to 
agree with the speaker when he 
contends that the whole of the Far 
Eastern issue remains open. ‘That 
must continue to be so as long as 
the decisions of the League with 
regard to Manchoukuo are adhered 
to, so long as the policy of non- 
recognition is maintained, and the 
state of affairs brought about by 
Japan in defiance of obligations 
devolving upon her by reason of 
her membership of the League is 
allowed to continue. It is a. little 
difficult to perceive what the 
‘Minister contends should be done 
by the League to end the present 
unfortunate state of affairs in the 
Far East. Of the responsibility of 
the League in the matter, its con- 
tinually growing heavier, creating 
inereasing tension and ‘menacing 
the peace of this part of the world 
there can be little doubt. It is not 
clear what Mr. Quo desires the 
League should do to terminate 
this tinfortunate state of affairs, 
It is apparent, however, that if 
China expects’the League to send 
fits members to war to secure the 
return to this country of the 
territory of which she has been 
Jdivested, China is being buoyed 
up with hopes which are nothing 
bout false. There is no machinery 
for bringing- about such a con- 
leerted action, and, what is of 
greater importance, it is more than 
doubtful whether the electorate of 











the various countries concerned 
would permit their governments to 
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embark on any of 
action. 
Tt has been conclusively proved 
that with ‘the League constituted 
as it is at present—without the 
means of enforcing its rulings— 
the only power it can hope to 
[wield is that of public opinion, 
and in that connection China up 
to the present has won all along 
the line. A different set of con= 
siderations are, however, imported 
nto the question when one "party 
to the dispute, no matter "how 
innocent of wrong it may ‘be, 
continues a course of action, futile 
from a practical point. of’ view, 
ealeulated to increase the tension 
which has existed for the last 
three years. ‘That is what the 
[Chinese encouragement of the 
present guerrilla warfare in Man- 
choukuo amounts to. It is not with= 
inthe bounds of possibility thatsuch 
action ean ever secure the abandon- 
ment by ‘Japan of her intentions 
in that ‘portion of the Asiatic 
mainland. “If it cannot have that 
it, then it is a practical futility 
with all its concomitant annoyance 
and the possibility of creating 
further trouble. Whether this 
speech will have any effect upon 
the issue as to whether Turkey or 
China will be elected to the vacant 
non-permanent seat remains to be 
seen. Undoubtedly it puts into 
the hands of those opposed to China 
4 remarkably forceful argument— 
that, in view of the admission made 
by her own spokesman, China in- 
curs the reproach of not only not 
doing her utmost to reduce tension 
in the Far East, but of being active- 
ly engaged in prolonging if not 
intensifying it. ‘That is an argue 
ment to be deduced from Mr. 
Quo's admissions, though it is not 
to be believed that he anticipated 
such a development when he 
tlorified: the course of conduct in 
his speech on Friday. ‘There are 
considerations which make it 
eminently desirable that China 
should be re-clected, so long as 
doing so establishes’ no precedent 
suggesting that a country once 
given a non-permanent seat has a 
preemptive tight to it hencefor- 
‘ward, but whether she will obtain 
that honour in view of Mr. Quo’s 
speech remains to be seen,

‘The Turkish claim that they have 
sufficient votes to secure election 
to the Couneil of the League of 
Nations will, it is to be hoped, not 
‘be justified by the results of the 
voting which is due to take place 
to-day, for. it would seém in the 
best interests of the League for 
China to secure the re-election to 
the non-permanent seat which 
she already occuples. That Tur 
key has a strong claim to a 
scat will not be denied, and from 





certain points of view it may 
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readily be argued that the claim is 
just ag strong as’ that of China. 
‘That may be seen from the follow- 
ing ruling of the League Assembly 
‘on the subject of elections to the 
Couneit: 

“Il est désirable que T'Assembiée, 
ans Yélection des...-... Membres 
ron permanent du Conse, éablisse 
ton choix en tenant’ compte des 
Aivisfons géographiques dominantes, 
dés grades familles ethniques, des 
‘alfférentes traditions religicuses, 
des divers types de elvilisation et 
des sources‘prineipates de riches.” 

It is impossible not to agree with 
the doctrine therein slated, for it 
provides. standards. by which the 
claims of various countries can be 
readily astested, though the criti- 
ism may be levelled against it 
that elose adherence to such stand- 
ards" would inevitably preclude 
some nations from ever securing 
4 seat on the Council, In the case 
of Turkey, ts position amongst the 
Tslamie nations of the world, em= 
Dhasized by the withdrawal of 
Persia's “candidature, undoubtedly 
justifies the contention that sooner 
or later that country: will have to 
be accorded privileges. similar, It 
not entirely ‘equal. to China. "On 
the “other hand the demand of 
China for renelection is. strength= 
ened rather than weakened by the 
resignation. of Japan ftom mem- 
ership which is to take effect 
comparatively shortly. For It is 
‘obvious that, though the necessities 
of Turkey may still obtain ade- 
‘quate representation and sym- 
pathetic consideration even if she 
‘were not a member of the Counell, 
the needs of eastern Asia require 
representation which would be 
‘missing—or at least. considerably 
lacking—were not China granted 
her desires, 

It isa fact, and one probably not 
anticipated by’ the Japanese’ when 
they resigned from the League, 
that the “action which “was then 
taken strengthened China's pos 
tion within that body. Not sumi- 
clently, it is true, to justify China 
being ‘invited to accept a per- 
manent seat, but at least enough 
to make it desirable that for the 
time being she should be able to 
participate in the discussions and, 
‘what 1s more Important, the deci 
slons of the Council. ‘That is why 
the address detivered by Mr. Quo 
Tai-chi last Friday in some of its 
aupects must be considered untor= 
tunate. ‘What has to be strongly 
emphasized is this; though Japan 
has announced its decision to 
abandon the League, It must not 
bo assumed that the League is! 
thereafter arrayed against that 
country. To imagine the creation | 
fof such an issue is to. conceive 
something entirely foreign .to the | 
spirit in which the League’ was 
created. That ean never be the | 
League's poliey, for, obviously, it! 
must work towards a conciliation | 
of conflicting interests for the pur- 
Pose of the maintenance of pence | 
‘and the removal of causes of war, 
andthe ultimate enticement of 
Japan back to the fold it has left. 
That of course will undoubtedly 
take a very long time, but it must | 
be the ultimate aim. tn the mean- 
time, however, the presence of 
China's representatives In. the 
Council chamber may very well 
prove a souree of strength. sceur= 
ing a degree of representation 
which otherwise would be wholly | 
Inadequate within the terms of the 
ruling: mentioned above. Tt is un 
thinkable that a race of 400,000,000 | 
souls cannot be justly held to necd | 
such representation "as possession 
of a non-permanent seat provides. 

‘At the tame time it Is resretlable 
to note that certain quarters ‘are 
advocating China's resignation 
from the league, if its very natural 
aspirations are hot met. The very 
nature of the seat recognizes that 
this occupancy is of a temporary 
nature, dependent upon the deci= 
sion of the Assembly as a whole. 
a decision which may be arrived | 
at for reasons whieh may not

BRITISH FILMS 


‘A great deal of sympathy will be 
{felt with the correspondent who de- 
sires that British films should obtain. 
Ja showing in Shanghai. The history 
fof the atiempts to. introduce such 
Pictures here has not been altogether 
fortunate, and it may readily be 
conceded thet at least for the present 
‘the American production completely 
Jdominates the’ local field. In the 
|days of early endeavour to introduce 
British pictures the ‘movement was 
fatiended by failure ‘owing to the 
oor quality of the output. as com- 
jpared with that sent out from Holly- 
|wood. ‘That has now to a very great 
Jextent been overcome and there is 
jevery reason to believe that British 
producers have caught up on the 
American pioneers in the art and in 
some instances have actually surpas- 
‘sed them. ‘The last attempt to show 
British pictures in Shanghal was 
undertaken by the British Film Dis« 
‘tribution Co,, Ltd, which, it is com- 
mon knowledge has now gone into 
Tiquidation, It is not necessary to 
discuss here the reasons why that 
venture failed, but those who had an 
opportunity of watching the fortunes 
fof the undertaking are convinced that 
there is a market for good British 
‘Sims in Shanghai. But it has to be 
emphasized that they must be good. 
Further they must have an_ interna 
‘onal ‘appeal. It is very" often the 
case that’ a plefure which would ap- 
peal exclusively to Britons, with 
their own particular form of humour, 
which at times is too subtle for people 
of other nationalities, will fail utterly 
to attract a cosmopolitan community, 
and for that reason much of what is 

own in Britain would not be sult- 
fable for a market such as Shanghai,

Peking, Sept. 13 
‘Mr. Soloman Zetlin, American 
fur-buyer who was kidnapped in 
Mukden last month together with a 
‘Russian woman friend, was released 
this aflernooa, according to advices 
received here from Mukden, 

Mr. Zetlin’s release, it is stated, 
was effected by prompt measure 
taken by Manchoukuo police and 
Japanese gendarmerie to secure his 
liberty.

Parties to 2 dispute may ask for 
withdrawal of any’ of the mediators 
or arbitrators, on the same grounds 
as those which entitle parties to a 
civil suit to ask for the withdrawal 
lof a Judge, according to the provi 
[sions of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
(For example, when one of the 
mediators or arbitrators is a close 
relative of one ef the disputing 
parties.) 





Legal Recourse 
In case mediation fails to result 
in a compromise, the commission shall 
‘draw up a memorandum, setting forth 
the facts of the dispute as well as 
the reasons for the views taken by 
the commission. ‘This, together .with 
other relevant documents, shall bi 
Jsent to the competent court for ad 
{judication according to law. 

‘Courts ‘which have entertained ac- 
tions ‘relating to. maritime. disputes 
may also refer such disputes to the 
Jcommission for mediation, and pend- 
{ing such mediation, order a suspen- 
sion of legal proceedings. 

‘With regard to arbitration, it is 
stipulated that arbitration may be 
jearried out only by mutual” agree- 
ment of both parties to the dispute, 
[Where an application for arbitration is, 
made by one party only, the applie- 
fant should furnish proof of consent by 
the other party. 

‘Regarding the detailed procedure 
for arbitration, it is provided that the 
provisions of the “Provisional Regu- 
lations “Governing Arbitration of 
JCivit Disputes” shalt ‘also be applic

Finance Adjustments 
So much for fish, fishermen and 


‘has cut the finances of the hsien 40 
per cent. The mayor is dismissing 
every person who can be done with- 
nut, So much so that he told me 
yesierday that at the present moment 
‘more than 60 per cent. of the popul 
tion of this city have been thrown 
out of thelr means of living since 
he came here—this, of course, includes 
the 1,000 odd that’ were sucking the 
Ufe-blood out of the people under 
the guise of recording their deeds 
‘and collecting their taxes, and who 
were automatically thrown out when| 
he opened the Recording Office in the 
Yamen, and took over the direct col~ 
lection’ of taxes. ‘There are only 60 
now doing the work of the over 1,000 
that were on this Job when Mr. Liu 
came here. 

‘The tax adjustment commissioner 
from the provincial capital is now 
here, seitling what the tax on lands 
shall be for the future. As his salary 
fs made up on some basis of com- 
mission on the tax finally agreed 
upon, he tries to have the tax rate 
as high as possible, while the mayor 
is trying his best to have the lowest 
possible rates fixed. . He came down 
here with rates set in Anking and the 
mayor and his staff are trying to have 
them cut as much as possible. The 
Anking rates were 23 cents per mow 
for the provincial tax and 22 cents 
for local financing, making a total of 
45 cents a mow in all. The commis- 
sioner fought for quite a while to 
have only one-fourth of a cut made, 
while the mayor and his staff insisted 
that the cut should be at least one- 
third and they finally 
that now the two tax 
amount to 30 cents a mow for lands 
protected by dykes, but for lands 
outside of the dyke and which are 
flooded part of the year, only 20 cents 
per mow. 

Rice Export Embargo Fatlure 


‘The embargo on the export of rice 
from this province is having the op- 
posite effect of what It was intended 
Ht should have, More rice is now 
nding its way from the province than 
if there were no embargo. Rice in 
this province on account of the em- 
bbargo is $2 per tan cheaper than it 
Is outside of the province, and it takes 
no wizard in economies to foresee 
what the result will be. ‘There is a 
constant seizure of shipments of rice 
being made by tho authorities but 
the possibility of making $2 a tan 
by getting it across the Yangtze into 
Kiangau Province, is a stronger incen 
tive to running the risks of being 
‘caught, than the punishment inflicted | 
if caught proves as a preventive. 

A few days ago a shipment of five, 
boat loads was caught nere. Four 
of the boats ware lowed t2 go ahead 
but the other Eoat was seized and 
the rice sold, and part of the price 
appropriated ‘for famine reliet pur- 
poses. ‘The sum thus lost to the 
violators of the law amounts to five 
per cent, of the whole cost of the 
shipment. But by selling the other 
four boat loads at $2 a tan over 
what they paid for it, stil leaves 9 
handsome profit on the whole trans- 
action, even when the smugglers ai 
caught. 

‘The evil effect of this is just the 
same as under prohibition in the 
US.A. Law breaking is freed from. 
the odium that it ought to carry: 
and profits from the business, instead 
of flowing into the hands of the law- 
abiding hard-working farmers, goes 
to the smugglers. ‘The farmers who 
have had to spend considerable sums| 
of money in pumping water to insure 

crop, are robbed of their just re- 
ward. ‘They have to sell inside the 
province and get only the low rate, 
while the smugglers, who are the: 
racketeors in the hsien, get a good 
rake-off whether they are caught oF 
not. ‘The law-abiding are punished, 
while the law-breakers are rewarded. 

Again, as this embargo is acting to 
emply the province of its rice faster 
than it would be emptied if there were| 
no embargo, the price of rice will rise 
‘as searcity ‘comes on, so that by the 
time that the worst effects of the 
drought will begin to be felt by the 
poor of this hsien, the price will have 
Feached at least ‘that, of rice of the 
outside.

Concentration of Troops in 
Fukien Causes Alarm 
Front Oon Ovex Conmesroxoent 


Foochow, Sept. 11. 

Conditions in Fukien ‘have very] 
‘mysteriously taken a turn for the 
better. Last week it was impossibie| 
for any missionary to obtain _per-| 
mission to travel to the interior, no 
matter in what direction he wished| 
to travel. ‘Three days ago word was 
passed to the foreign consuls that all’ 
fnissionaries might return to their’ 
Stations regardless of where | their! 
Stations were, indicating that the 
province is again free from the com-| 
munist menace. 

‘News of troop movement has been 
very dicult to obtain, due to very 
Sriet secrecy in government and 
military circles. However, it is re-|

‘over’ 200,000 government soldiers in 
Pulcien province. This fact has givea.

among foreigners as well as among. 
‘well-informed Chinese, and it is cor 
Slanily reported that the governme 
hhas taken advantage of the recent| 
communist and bandit uprisings to 
send great numbers of troops into| 
Fukien—ostensibly for the purpose 
of putting down these uprisings, but 
secretly for the purpose, of having a 
large army ready to aitack Canton| 
in ease things do not work out 
favourably for the Nanking govern- 
‘ment at the coming conference which 
Is to be held next month.

On 
hese occasions the devout are wont 
to light candles and incense in their 
homes while the gods pass by. Where 
this was done in one house the in« 
mates forget the lights, which later 
Joverturned and set the house ablaze. 
‘Although the house was near one of 
‘the canals with water, the fire 
brigade—local_style—were unable to 
‘overcome it. It spread to the adjoin- 
tng houses, crossed the street and 
fan alley. Finally it crossed the 
canal, Not til three hours had pass- 
ed was it brought under. 
‘About 30 shops over 200 
chien of houses were destroyed. 
‘The unfortunate man, in whose 
house the fire started, has now an 
accumulation of burned bricks and 
tiles piled up higher than the house 
to be removed by him when he has 
the energy and the means to do s0. 
‘Many in the midst of this calamity 
fare congratulating a man who had 
arranged to pay over the purchase 
money for one of these houses on 
the day of the fire, but had to defer 
it until the next day owing to the 
absence of the middleman, When 
the next day came there was no 
house to buy! 

Drought Protonged 
On every side one hears remarks 
about the Brolonged drought, the like| 
fof which has not been experienced 
here for over 60 years. Owing to 
the good system of canals, Shachsing 
had “little to fear from normal 
drought, as there was always some 
water left in the canals for irigat. 
ing the felds. ‘This year they have 
been emptied to record depths. With 
the exception of the deep canals, all 
the othets are dry. No boats are 
able to run on the Jong distance 
routes as there are many sections of 
‘the deep canals without water. In a 
large plain like Shaohsing one can 
understand how far reaching is the 
inconvenience. A large part of the 
[population derives support from 
Boats. Most of these are idle and 
have returned to thelr homes glad 
to get_an occasional day's work in 
the flelds or elsewhere.

Road Travel Dangers Increase

Hungtung, Sha., Sept. 1. 
Reference was made in’a recent 
letter to the newly-opened pro- 
Vinelal railway which maintains a 
dally service between Taiyuan and 
Kiehsiu.

“The South-west Poli- 
tical Council. scales down the high 
tarif! on crude oll and levies a tax 
on imported agricultural products. 
Now the Council is considering a 
levy of a special tariff on foreign 
goods and reviving the old tariff 
before July I. Since the South-west 
authorities have so often varied the 
tariff, t is impossible to see why our 
petition is handed to Nanking for 
decision.” 

Tt is sald that the local industria- 
sts will call another meeting to re- 
consider the matter.

DROUGHT BROKEN 
TOO LATE 


Chekiang Farmers in Serious 
Position 
‘Fuose Ovn Ows Conmusroxoen 


Hangetiow, Sept. 3. 
‘The drought is broken. During the 
past week copious rains have fallen, 
‘more particularly in the surrounding 
counties, and the break-up of the 
Tong stretch of oppressive heat is 
preity” general throughout the south 
west of Chekiang. In place of the 
sunburnt earth, pools of water now 
cover the fields and the whole land- 
scape is refreshed. With the frequent, 
thunderstorms and heavy rains, 
Cheiang is once again “a green and 
pleasant. land” and the hills and dales 
‘are beautified with curious tints. of 
light and shade. 

‘Nevertheless, 1934 will go on re- 
cord, especially by the farming: class, 
‘8 a year of blight. The heavens have 
been brass and the earth iron, and 
crops have withered and died. In 
an area which ordinarily yields some 
2,000 loads of rice, barely ten loads 
have been reaped, and innumerable 
acres of fields were never even 
touched by the plough. The heat has 
been so great that trees, in the orange 
groves, have dried up'at the roots, 
‘and an unusual sight was to see the 
bamboos shrivel and collapse. 
Harassed by fears of famine, the 
country folk have brought about a 
great revival in superstitious 
‘methods, with the hope of inducing 
the rain to fall. District officers and 
Sovernment officials endeavoured to 
‘check this retrograde move by publi> 
exhortation but, in almost every 
Instance, their efforts were countered 
with a broadside of abuse. It is re- 
ported that one Unfortunate “Tang- 
pu” official was beaten to death, and 
the mayor of a certain city on the 
Chientang River made a bolt for his, 
life from the mob seized with an 
apoplectic fit of rage. 








‘Yamens Besieged 

‘The yamens have been besieged by 
farming peasants praying the mayor 
{to intercede for a remission of taxes 
fon the unfrultful lands. Tt is tragic 





to see a procession of farmers, each 
holding a handful of dry stubble, to 
emphasize the extremity to whiea 
they have been brought. Some of 
the suffering peasants have appealed 
{for an official permit to beg, s0 fe 
ful are they of the privations which 
‘would seem to be their doom in the 
coming winter. 

‘The new life movement continues 
to keep active its varied programme 
of propaganda. In a neighbouring 
county town a crustde against cigur- 
‘tte smoking was staged. The town 
‘erler, with a gong, preceded by a 
band, attracted large crowds, who 
|.were more amused than convinced, 
‘as they listened to his denunciation 
of this luxury which was described 
fs a trinity of evil, being expensive, 
poisonous and bad for the morals. 


Road-Making Progress 
Road-making in Chekiang is speed- 
ing up at a tremendous rate. When 
the dimeult section between Lishui 
‘and Chingdien is completed it, will 
be possible to drive. a car direct 
from Hangchow, via Kienteh, Shou- 
chang, Lanche ‘and Kinhwa, right 
through to the southern port of 
Wenchow. An effort is being made to 
celebrate the great feast of the 
‘Double ‘Tenth October 10--by 
completing the road system which 
Will make possible inter-eommunica- 
tion ‘with five provinces—Chekiang. 
Fukien, Kiangse, Anhwei and Kiang- 
su, In’ course of time all the county 
towns will’ be linked up with the 
main highway. Beautiful Chekiang, 
with its everlasting mountains and 
perpetual hills, js destined to become 
the pleasure ground of all who de- 
light to see the beauties of nature 
a5 God made them. 

"A rather serious accident occurred 
on the new Hang-Kiang Railway, at 
Niwu, the other day.

schools, from primary to high school, 
both girls and young men. This 
demonstration and the speeches will

In the last year the soldiers have 
prepared for themselves a plot for 
military manceuvres, and, this being 
outside the city, and spacious, most 
public gatherings meet there’ when 
numbers are expected.

‘Yutaoho is located near the city of 
Fenchow, some 75 miles south-west 
of Taiyuan, Although one of the 
best motor-roads in Shans! links 
Yutaoho with the provincial capital, 
tral is offen interrupted for days 
at a time by the summer floods, The 
uncertainty of communications be- 
tween Yuiaoho and the railway, di 
courages many Peking and Tien'si 
people from attempting to summer at 
‘Yulaoho, But those who make the ven- 
ture usually feel amply rewarded, be- 
fore the summer is over, for any’ dis- 
comforts experienced on the journey. 
‘This summer, however, there were

Weather and Crops Hold Off” 
Fear of Famine 
Font Our Owx Contesronorie 


Pochow, Anhwei, Sept, 8. 

Pochow, being at the head of 
navigation on the Koa River, is a 
very important distributing centre, 
Jand was far more so before the days 
fof railroads. Sometimes there have 
been as many as 400 boats here at 
onee, not counting any except those 
large enough to have a family living 
jon them and operating up and down 
the river. It is considered in the 
Whai River basin, being 120 English 
miles to where it enters the Whai, 
fand 60 miles from here, to the 
nearest point for reaching the Whai, 
immediately south. It 1s 120 miles 
to the Peking-Hankow railway, 60 
from the Tientsin-Pukow and 40 
from the Lung-Hal, We have beon 
lover these roads, with a Ford, to 
each of ‘the railway points, ‘The 
country is very fertile and. thickly 
populated. 

Being in this Whai basin, it is sub- 
ject to floods, and it is interesting to 
note that the locality has suffered 
three severe famines, all caused 
through floods and each just. ten 
years after the other. Being thus so 
subject to famine, it is not to be 
wondered at that ‘word comes, now. 
from those interested in helping the 
famine sufferers, wanting to know 
lconditions here, it is a joy to me 
that I can report that the seasons 
have been good this year, anda fine 
wheat crop was gathered. Now a 
{fine fall crop is in process of harvest 
ing, Only a few. days ago, a fine 
loractical farmer said, “It would be 
[good if we might have a good wetting 
rain and then immediately hav 
shine to follow." Almost at once, 
iter this remark, it 
ay rain, for a day 
‘then stopped. The sun. ‘began to 
shine and thus all are happy. But 
‘we feur that nearby neighbours may 
jnot be able to rejoice. This river 
has its source within a’ few miles of 
the Yellow River, near Waifeng, 120 
miles away.

Shanghai, Sept. 14. 

Details of the activities of Formo- 
sons in Foochow which have led to 
the arrest of five of their number 
jon suspicion of being concerned in 
loutrages against the authorities who 
have been suppressing gambling 
lGens in the city, as reported in yes- 
terday’s “North-China Daily News,” 
[were made available yesterday. Ac- 
lcording to the information placed at 
[the disposal vf this journal, not a| 
ight since September 5 has been 
fallowed to pass without some bomb 
fexplosion or pistol battle there. 

‘Owing to its proximity to Formosa, 
Foochow has a large Formosan 
population, some estimating it as 
high as 20,000 persons. Many of 
them, it is alleged, make their living 
by funning gambling houses and 
lopium dens and of recent months 
the Chinese authorities have made 
Jo determined <ffort to rid the city’ 
fof these pests. ‘The method adopted 
has been to surround houses suspect 
fed of harbouring these dens and 
arrest any Chinese seen going in or 
lout. ‘This has. considerably affected 
the illicit business being conducted 
Jond the managers of the houses are 
known to have deeply resented these 
unwelcome, attentions. 

‘The result hos been several active 
[clashes with the Chinese gendarmerie 
‘and several shooting affrays, In 
lone of these a Formosan, an occupant 
of one of the dens, was wounded in 
the foot. After ‘this the situation 
became more serious. On the night 
lof September 9 there were two bomb 
fexplosions In the streets of Nantai 
fand_the walled city. On the night 
‘of September 11 another bomb was 
thrown In Nantai and a member of 
the Peace Maintenance Corps was| 
‘wounded. 

Tt Is reported that criticisms of 
Gen. Chen Yi, the Governor of the

BANDIT SITUATION IS 
SERIOUS 


Government Troops Arrive in 
Nick of Time to Save City 


From Our OWN Connesronsmer 


Kiangsi, Aug. 31. 

Fairly recent news from Chingteh- 
cchen says that the situation has been 
serious for some time and was getting 
foven more critical. Bandits operating 
on the Kiangsi-Anhwel border. had 
apparently increased in numbers, and 
were desirous of increasing their 
sphere of influence. 

Tn fact, news first reached us that 
the important pottery-manufacturing 
mart had actually been attacked by 
these lawless men and had fallen to 
them. However, later authentic news 
jcame along to say that this w 
the case, but that the city 
ang, twenty tiaway, had been taken 
and an advance made on Chingteh- 
‘chen from there, The fortifications 
were not strong enough for the rather 
small force to have kept the place, 
but fortunately reinforcements were 
rushed up composed, we heard, of 
some of the Generalissimo’s picked 
troops. in the nick of time to save 
the ‘situation. The bandits got word 
of this and no actual attack was made 
fon the mart. ‘The last we heard was 
that they had retreated 100 li to the 
Anhwel border. 

A Stronger Garrison 

It will be a good thing it the 
Jauthorities see their way clear to post 
‘a stronger garrison at Chingtehchen, 
‘as business there, which has been 
poor for some time, may dwindle 
away still more. Tt ‘seems that the 
‘country parts between Chingtehchen 
‘and the city of Teh-hsing in the east, 
and towards the city of Loping in 
the south, are growing more disturb= 
ed of late, With the gradual de 
velopment of motor roads we may 
perhaps hope that conditions will 
soon begin to improve. 

‘A factor likely, however, to play 
info the hands of the bandits is the 
loss of harvests over a very wide 
area, owing to the recent’ severe 
drought. Already in parts of the 
Poyang district we hear that the 
poorer people, unable to pay the 
already inereased price of vice, have 
been driven to cating roots. | With 
‘means of communications so. greatly 
Improved of late in Kiangsu, perhaps 
we shall be spared the horrors of 
famine as manifested In former years 
In the north-western provinces.

Tam willing to take in my car 
anyone who wishes to see with his 
dwn eyes what I and many others 
are complaining about. Oficials and 
high police oficers possibly do not 
ize the real state of affairs.

fact when a police car or the auto- 
moblie of some well known official 
asses in the streets, the Chinese 
Policemen on duly wake up all of @ 
Rudden and the sald official's car pas 
ses smoothly with rarely a red light 
interfering with its passage. I have 
made the experience myself several 
{imes when having the privilege of 
‘avelling in a motorcar belonging to 
some high official. It is, therefore, 
fot surprising that the gentlemen in

BRITISH FILMS 
Wanted in Shanghai 


‘fo the ‘aitor of the 
‘“Nonti-CiiNa Day News" 
SiR—A few weeks ago your film 
correspondent titillated our hopes by 
reporting rumours of a determined at- 
tempt to put on British films in 
Shanghai. Since then we have 

heard no’ mores 

‘There is no healthy reason why 
British lms should not be shown re~ 
gularly in Shanghal: but there are 
many good reasons why they should 
be. In America—a country which at 
first blush ome might consider to have 
the greatest prejudice against Britisn 
films—they are taking British lms 
to thelr hearts, 

One of the latest British and Do- 
minion films “Nell Gwyn" was put 
‘on at the Astor Theatre in New York 
recently before a distinguished 
American audience “which included

continually during the sereening”. Sir | 
Cedric Hardwicke, who takes the part 
of King Charles 1, is histrionically 
‘of the same calibre as Charles Laugh- 
on and George Arliss but has hardly 
been seen in Shanghai.

It is almost \Inconceivadi 
that foreign exchange control by 
(Government could in. present clreume 
stances be made effective in this 
jeountry, and if) any’ such attempt 
were made It is not unlikely that 
ven greater exchange fluctuations 
than We now experience "would re- 
sult 

Surely it is time that real remedies 
were applied in China, and that tere 
should be an end to. auch. ignorant 
attempts to restore. the patient. by 
Jdoctoring the symptoms of disease.

Extraordinary Power Invested 
in Chairman 


London, Sept. 12. 

Extraordinary powers have been 
invested in Mr. Graham Towers, 37~ 
year-old chairman of the new Central 
Bank of Canad: 

Under bye-laws, which have just 
been issued, the governor will be the 
supreme head, holding office for seven 
years, after which period he will be

The Bank of Canada, which is ex-

In addition to a governor and 
deputy governor, there will be a 
board of seven directors who will be:

Rainbow sailed wonderfully well and 
was magnificently handled, but En- 
deavour sailed even better and Mr. 
‘Sopwith gave Mr. Vanderbilt his first 
laste of defeat in international yacht 
racing.

‘The experts, of whom there are 
many at Newport just now, were full 
of praise for Endeavour, while not 
belittling the fine sailing of Rain- 
bow. Some of them declared, after 
the race, that the challenger showed 
herself io be one of the greatest 
yachts of all time and Mr. Sopwith 
a helmsman of the finest calibre.

the Court that the accused was first 
charged in HM. Police Court in 
October, 1990, ‘with publishing and 
aistribuling certain printed leaflets 
containing seditious matter, On Jan~ 
tary 6, 1931, he was sentenced by 
HM. Supreme Court to two months! 
hard’ labour and deportation. 
‘Having taken into consideration 
the plen of guilty, the Registrar pro- 
nounced the sentence a3 above, 


Charge Dismissed 











the prosecution. 
‘The accused was arrested 
‘Thursday after falling to 
pear in H. M. Police Court 
Wednesday morning to an- 
swer the charge. He was accused 
‘of having obtained, with intent to 
defraud, from Mr.’ L. A. Millstein 
fon July 29, 1934, a sum of $50 by 
falsely pretending a certain cheque 
which he then produced and deliver 
ed to the complainant drawn upon 
the Shanghai Commercial & Savings 
Bank ‘and dated August 1 was good 
‘and valid for the payment of the 
$60 on August 1 at the said, bank. 
In answer to the Registrar's first 
question of why the accused failed 
to appear in court that day Mr. 
‘Maitland said that Mr. Price had re- 
ceived some money on Tuesday and 
had been so pleased that he cel 
brated the occasion rather too well. 
He did not wake up on Wednes- 
day morning until nearly 11am, 
He had then gone straight to his 
counsel's offlce and they had gone 
together to Central Police Station. 
DetcInsp. G.J. Bennett gave evi- 
dence of arrest, he said that after 
the warrant was read out to the 
accused and he had been cautlone: 
‘The accused had replied, “I have no- 
thing to say.

‘The case for the prosecution con- 
cluded shortly after Il am, and the 
feourt then adjourned until 219: psm. 
Tn the afternoon ‘Mr. Maitland ‘put 
the aceused inthe witness box "to 
five ‘evidence. ‘The accused said he 
‘vas an. unemployed salesman. He 
slated at the time he was not aware

U.S. COURT FOR CHINA 








First Case Under New Ruling 


Mr. Hollis H. Arnold was the first 
man to be examined in the U.S. Court 
for China under the new court order 
regarding assets when he appeared 
before Judge Milton J. Helmick on 
Tuesday (Sept. 11). Mr. Arnold was, 
cited Into Court by Anderson Meyer 
& Co, represented by Mr. C. S. 
Franklin of Franklin & Harrington, 
fon the order issued on August 31 by 
Judge Helmick. In the witness box 
he answered Mr. Franklin's questions 
regarding a judgment of $22,000 
‘against him granted Anderson Meyer 
& Co. some time ago. 

‘Mr. Arnold stated that he haa a 
car for which he pald $200, and Mr. 
Franklin directed questions to the 
witness regarding the stoct.holders of 
the corporation, Hollis H. Arnold, 


business at 6, Kiukiang Road. In 
his replies, Mr. Arnold declared that 
she stockholders included himself, his 
wife, and his son-in-law, Mr. A. B. 
Henningsen, ana that its business was 
consulting engineering. He stated 
that the corporation pays his ex- 
jpenses, and added “minimum ex- 








ses" 
“What are minimum expenses?” 
asked Mr. Franklin, and elicited the 
reply that these ranged between, $500 
and $1500. Mr. Arnold revealed that 
no minimum was specified for his 
expenses, that his rental was “around 
$200", and when questioned regard- 
ing his clubs by Mr. Franklin he’ 
‘named. three. 

Further interrogations regarding tls 
expenses brought forth the statement 
that Mr. Arnold's expenses sometirnes 

fall as tow as $500 a month.” Mr. 
Franklin countered, “Your expenses 
fare as low as $500 a month and your 
rent is $300 per month?” ‘The wit- 
ness answered “I didn’t say they did, 
T said they might. I try to keep them 
‘around $1,000 per month. Sometimes 
they fall lower.” 

‘The Court then put questions cover- 
ing the identity of the person who 
drew the cheques, and Mr. Arnold 
replied that his con-in-law was the 
treasurer, but that he had written 
them during his son-in-law’s absence 
from Shanghai. 

In answer to direct questions, the 
witness stated that the authorized 
capital of the corporation bearing his 
name was $90,000, and that the paid- 
up capital was $25,000, 
"tent it more like $2,500?" asked 
Mr. Franklin, snd the witness pro- 
tested his own lack of knowledge on 
this point. 

“Are you the president of this cor- 
poration?” queried Mr. Franklin, and 
Mr. Arnold: said, “I think so" He 
said that he was present at the two 
meetings which he said had been 
held by the corporation, and ‘Mr. 
Franklin again countered with a 
Question, “Well, if you don’t know 
whether’ or not you are an officer, 
how could you be present? 

‘TAs a shareholder!” replied Mr. 
‘Arnold, 

Unable to give an idea of the 
receipts of the company for the past 
year, Mr. Arnold explained that there 
‘were no books, and that the accounts 
were loosely kept in a journal 
through memos, and that it took him 
some time to look matters up when 
he had occasion to do so. He said 
that he had just finished a job and 
that he was working on designs. 

“Designs for what?” queried Mr. 
Franklin. 

“I don't know, yely" replied Mr. 
Arnold. Further questions br:ught 
fut the fact that the designs in ques- 
tion were for mechanical and furnace

“Did you sell your assets?” asked 
the Judge, and the witness replied 
that there was some cash in the com- 
pany, whereupon the judge continued 
to question the witness as to whe- 
ther the funds were from the capital 
‘or earnings, and asked, “Has the 
money for living come from an} 
souree other than the corporation?” 
Mr. Arnold replied that it all came 
from the corporation. He stated that 
hhe received no fees from any com- 
pany and declared that he had been 
In compeiition with “engineers who 
were willing to do work for nothing 
and have tried to ruin my business 
ever since it was undertaken.” 

Requested to bring the books “of 
this family corporation into court,” 
the witness was doubtful and finally 
in a direct question, “Do you keep 
Books?” replied “No;” elucidating 
that he'kept a journal which had in 
it no accounts receivable because 
they. were so few that he “emember- 
‘ed them. Pressed as to the number 
of these Mr. Arnold stated that there 
were only two or three on the list, 
anyway. 

“Tell us the names ot these,” «ald 

‘Mr, Franklin, but Mr. Arnold object 
ed on the grounds that he “didn't 
wish to make it appear that the 
people in question were unsound 
Since the accounts were sent out 
‘about a year ago.” He finally agreed 
that ‘there. were three accounts 
receivable which totalled about $3,000. 
‘Mr, Franklin then addressed the 
‘Court and said, “I should like to see 
these books unless the Court has had 
‘enough of this corporate fiction 
Mr, Arnold objected and stated 
that there was “no corporate fiction” 
in the question, that he had been 
“swindled out of everything” he had 
made for the past 20 years by unfair 
methods, and that it was not for 
himself that the corporation existed. 
He declared that he could live on 
$100 per month but that it was im- 
possible for his wife to do this, or 
fo be ssked to do it, and that the 
corporation had been’ set up for the: 
protection of others and not for 
himself. Mr, Franklin explained shat 
the words “corporate fiction” were 
used purely in a legal sense and bore 
‘no Personal implication, that he wa 
merely an attorney doing his best 
properly to represent his client, and. 
‘Arnold after accepting the ex- 
planation stated that, in that 
Mfr. Franklin was “representing @ 
bunch of swindlers.” 
The Judge cut short his remarks 
by asking the witness how much. 
money. his son-in-law had actually 
ut into the business, and Mr. Arnold 
Stated, "$3,000", later modifying this 
to “between $3,000 and $5,000". | He’ 
again observed that the business “was, 
conducted rather informally” when 
queried by Judge Helmick regarding’ 
company purchases. 

“Have you ony other property?” 
asked the Judge, and Mr, Arnold 
stated that Mrs. Arnold owned the| 
furniture in thelr apartment. “Do| 
you own any jewellery?” asked the| 
Court. 

“Well—a watch and chain’ re- 
sponded the witness. 

"The query, “How did the company: 

‘acquire the ‘car?" brought forth the 
reply that the witness bought it, paid’ 
$200 for it, and had never changed 
the licence. Questioned again on 
details of his corporation by | Mr. 
Franklin, Mr. Arnold said, “You 
should have the men who’ incor 
porated the company here to answer 
These technical questions......and 1 
believe that you can state that I am 
the president. T think that was 
agreed upon after the first meeting. 
‘we had some time ago.” 
“You owned a home on Avenue au. 
Roi Albert?" asked Mr. Franklin, and. 
the witness answered in the affirma- 
tive, but stated that it was sold in 
1929. 

"You re-invested the money? 

“It was Mrs. Arnold's”, elated the 
witness, “It was transferred to her: 
fone year before the sale.” Again 
examined on the earnings of the 
company, the wilness thought they 
‘were .close to what had been spent, 
‘and that if he could collect the out-| 
sanding accounts, he would show a 
Droft; if not, be wuuld show a loss. 
Tt was also’ brought out that Mr. 
Henningen is the branch manager for 
Getz Brothers. 

“Your son-in-law takes no active 
part in the business then,” remarked 
the Court. 

“Oh, yes he does,” said the witness,

Geneva, Sept. 15. 


NE ofthe most important events in the recent history of the League 


of Nations was recorded to-day

Formation of 7th Heavy Battery to Strengthen 
Defences of Singapore 
From Oun Marany Comssroxoe? 


London, Sept. 1. 


A lesson of the 1933 training season 
was that the infantry battalion is 
overloaded with weapons. The arsenal 
whith the commander has to use 
embraces rifle, bayonet, revolver, 3- 
inch mortar, anti-tank ‘gun, ant 
craft gun, Vickers machine gun, Lewis 
gun and ‘on service a new automatic, 
hand grenade, and light artillery. The 
verdict is that he cannot get on with 
hhis true rOle in the infantry fight if 
he has to control a lot of other wea- 
pons of offence and defence, His 
burden is to be lightened and as an 
experiment his machine gun company 
and anti-tank equipment will be taken 
away and the battalion made up into 
five companies as follows:—

the wires were buzzing all over the 
continent. It was reported that Mr. 
Bennett was much annoyed with Mr. 
Stevens for going to the length of 
anticipating the findings of the com- 
mittee, and also for having his speech 
printed and circulated. In fact the 
Jcurrent rumour was that Mr. Stevens 
hhad been asked for his resignation, 
and that there had been a real fuss.

Niagara Falls Change 

‘One of Canada's greatest natural 
spectacles suffered a serious change 
of contour this week, when several 
thousand tons of rock slipped from 
the brink of Niagara Falls into the 
gorge below, with a crash that could 
be heard for miles. As the slide oc- 
curred in the early morning, there 
were very few witnesses, only one 
being found who could give any com- 
prehensive report. ‘This was the 
assistant chief of the Goat Island re 
‘servation police, who was standing 
‘at Terrapin Point, near the edge of 
the falls, at the time. Ho said that 
he heard a rumble Ike thunder and, 
turning, saw the second part of the 
slide. ‘The brink appeared to crumble 
halfway between the Point and the 
vortex of the falls. As the huge 
mass of rock fell to the gorge below, 
‘water flew up almost 200 feet into 
the alr; this was higher than the 
falls themselves, which are 168 feet 
hhigh at the point of the slide. 

Visitors soon crowded to the banks 
of the river to see the results, but 
‘mist enshrouded the pile of rock at 
the base, and little could be seen, 
It is not likely that the ordinary 
visitor will be able to observe any 
definite change in the brink of the 
falls, but those whole know it well say 
that’ there is a noticeable gap left 
by the slide. 

‘This slide has brought up once 
‘again the interesting question of the 
future of Niagara Falls. Geologists 
have made analyses of the structure 
‘of the rock that forias the Ip o° the 
cataract, and these anow that under 
jome 90 feet of limestone there is a 
layer of shale, nen «andstene, coarse 














rock, more sandstone and again shale. 
‘The’ water that plunges over the 
limestone cap is so turbulent as it 
reaches the pool below that it scours 
out both shale apd sandstone; as a 
result there is a gradual weakening 
of the base, until tie cap projects out 
‘over the pool like a visor. ‘Then, 
every so often, the limestone projec- 
tion breaks off, ex st did this week, 
And the records hept in the files of 
Cornell University show that in the 
past 160 years the falls have been 
receding at an average rate of five 
feet a year. By actual measurement 
there has beon a recession of 820 
{feet in the period under review. And 
it appears that in time the majestic 
falls will become a long rapids, unless 
something Is done to slay the hand 
of nature. 


Disaster in Montreal Harbor 


‘A dicaster in Montreal harbour, the 
ike “of which this port has’ not 
seen for many a long year, occurred 
this week as ILM.S. Dragon was about 
to berth for a short stay. As the 
warship swung round to come into 
the Vietoria Basin, the ss. Saguenay 
Trader, a small coastal vessel, stood 
out into the middle of the stream, 
|The Dragon quickly reversed to avoid 
running her down, and began to back 
out into the river again., But the 
current, sweeping down past the end 
of the pier, caught her stern, swing- 
ing her sharply round. 


‘The ss. Maplebranch, a refuelling 
tanker, was moored along side the $5, 
New Northland, discharging ofl, and 
the cruiser’s stern, in swinging rounc 
caught her amidships. ‘The tanker 
cracked like a nut between the two 
boats, and began to settle immediate- 
ly, Harbour tugs made to her assist- 
ance, towing her across the basin to 
the south wall, where an attempt was 
made to fasten her before she 




















tanker sank rapidly, with the oll es: 
‘caping from the broken bulkheads and 
ianks. Only her stem was secured 
before she sank, and soon only the 
wheelhouse and the funnel were visi- 
ble above water. An investigation of 
the accident will be held shortly.

While Shanghai is rightly en- 
gaged in warfare against unneces- 
sary noise, it might be proper to 
consider the importance of eli 
minating, as far as possible, objec- 
tlonable ‘sights from the Shanghai 
panorama—ineluding the Shanghai 
countryside. Such effort to be part 
of a universal campaign to make 
the world safer “for all that .Na- 
ture by her mother-wit could 
frame in.earth.” 





Let us look around this chequer- 
ed globe to see if anywhere such 
pious hopes have attained fulfl- 
ment, Perhaps the most horrible 
examples of their defeat are to be 
found in certain parts of the 
United States, notably California, 
where myriad sign-boards adver- 
ising anything from corn-plasters 
to “hot dogs” line the highways 
for miles and successfully obscure 
the serene beauties of nature. 
Perhaps the most intelligent and 
effective offensive against desecrs 
tion and against the destruction of 
natural beauty by the elements 
and by man’s thoughtlessness has 
been conducted by as small a na- 
tion as Denmark. So to far-off 
Denmark let us’ now turn our 
attention. 











Clearly in such matters one can- 
not leave much to the mere good- 
will of men and so the prudent 
Danish authorities passed the Pro- 
tection of Nature Act, under which 
boards oF juries are set up in all 
counties to’ deal with claims for 
compensation and other questions 
that might arise in the course of 
a campaign waged “merely” in 
the Interest of beauty andthe pub- 
lie weal. “Each board consists of a 
president appointed by the Minis~ 
fer of Justice from among the 
Judges of the county in question, a 
member elected by the County 
Counell, anda third member r 
presenting the community directly 
affected. ‘This system of control 
has worked well in most parts of 
the nation, but, as might have been 
expected, ‘special measures have 
been required to deal with the 
situation in the vicinity of Copen- 
hagen, the Danish capital and me- 
tropolis,” Most flagrant of all is, oF 
was, the despolling ot the beat- 
tiful coast of Oeresund, the sound 
extending from Copenhagen north 
to Elsinore and scparating Den- 
mark from Sweden, To counteract 
this tendency the Society for the 
Protection of Nature held public 
meetings and gave informative lee- 
tures all through the region, im- 
pressing the land-owners with the 
Importance, from the community 
point of view, of keeping the beach 
faccessible to’ the public and not 
hidden from the eye of passers-by 
as heretofore. ‘The owners were 
made to see how objectionable it 
really was that sites should be sold 
with the right to shut off the sea 
from the public, while in addition 
the Society's advisers wore able to 
show that the practice also had the 
effect of heavily depreciating the 
value of inland sites. The im- 
mediate result of the campaign was 
the first great victory of the entire 
Movement, the majority of the 
owners of sites signing a declara- 
tion in favour of preserving the 
const for the benefit of the public. 
Along a stretch of eighteen miles 
It was possible to preserve intact 
the public right-of-way and an un 
hampered view of the sea! 


























Apart from the beach agitation 
(and incidentally the Government 
‘has spent £90,000 in acquiring and 
Improving shore property in thi 
vieinity) an important instance of 
protection near the capital was the 
reservation of an immense public 
park, the Deer Garden, where all 
the varieties of Danish trees are 
characteristically represented and 
where deer and other animals 
live, practically tame, in a natural 
state and never hear the hunter's 
gun, Already in 1717. King 
Frederick IV made this forest. a 
royal chase, and in 1848 King 
Frederick VII reserved most of it 
for a public park and the remain- 
der for forestry purposes. To- 
day the Deer Garden is known far 
beyond the borders of Denmark 





for its mixed growth, outstanding 
Jamong which are more than 2,000 
/magnificient oaks. Beeches, birches, 
jalders, hawthorns, _ blackthorns, 
‘ashes, elms, maples, chestnuts and 
larehes also grow’ in profusion. 
‘The deer are estimated at 2,500, 


About the animal world of this 
park, which is only a tramear ride 
from bustling Copenhagen, Mr, 
Erick Struckmann, Chairman of 
the Danish Socicty for the Pro- 
tection of Nature, makes the fol- 
Towing statement:— 


“Large quantities of game are to 
be found in the Deer Park, includ~ 
Ing over 200 red deer, 2,100 fallow 
deer, and about 100 sika deer, 
‘whilst in the Jaegersborg Hegn 
(the forestry preserve) there _are 
more than 100 roes. ‘The Deer. 
Park is also the haunt of the fox, 
the badger, the marten, the otter, 
large quanfities of hares; and there 
Is an unusually variegated bird 
ife—partiqularly birds that hatch 
their eggs’ in the hollows of tree 
trunks, for which the thousands 
‘of ancient trees in the Park pro- 
vide ideal dwellings. The great 
spotted ‘woodpecker, the . lesser 
spotted woodpecker, the _stock- 
dove, the wood-pigeon, and all 
manner of song-birds are richly 
represented. The buzzard, the 
tawny owl, the swan and the mal- 
lard duek ‘also hatch their eges in 
the Deer Park. 


‘This, the great protected na- 
tional park of Denmark, is under 
the supervision of a permanent 
|Government commission of forestry 
Jexperts and natural scientists, It 
is of great beauty and. antiquity. 
As far back as heathen times there 
was a path through the Park with 
ja ford across the rivulet. ‘There 
are rows of tumuli (ancient 
/graves) stretching far to the north, 
Many of the giant oaks which 
acorn the Park stood there already 
when King Valdemar’s foster- 
brother, Bishop Absalon, built 
Copenhagen Castle some 800 years 
ago.” The oaks, incidentally, for 
centuries have waged and are still 








supremacy in this natural forest. 
‘The beeches outnumber the oaks 
and often invade the ground where | 
the oaks are rooted. A curious | 
“wrestling match” ensues in which 
victory may fall to oither side. In 
Jsome of the “wrestling groups” the 
branches of the younger beeches 
Jare seen to penetrate the foliage of 
some venerable and massive ook 
Jand the fight is carried on for 
years. Generally no effort is made | 
to interfere with the course of na- | 
ture—it is a case of “may the best 
tree win.” 











Perhaps mention should be made 
of the success achieved by 
Danes in making a whole island, 
Bornholm, virtually a public re- 
creation " ground for all tim 
Bornholm is situated in the Baltic, 
south of Sweden, and is Den- 
mark's only rocky ‘island. 


“The most important protective 
‘measure concerns the ruins of me- 
dieval Hammershus Castle, on the 
northernmost point of the island

Blackwood showed his intense love 
Of books and he had to be chased 
away @y many booksellers for stand- 
Ing for hours reading free of charge 
the volumes on their shelves! 

‘ft was invitable, therefore, that on 
leaving. school that he should be 
apprenticed to a bookseller and so 
Well did he acquit himself that at 
twenty years of age he was asked 
by his firm to manage their branch 
shop in Glasgow. The Clyde city, 
however, did nol appeat to young 
Blackwood, and after a year he ve~ 
turned to ‘Edinburgh and took up a 
partnership ina. combined book: 
Selling. and auctioneering, business. 

‘Blackwood's book pride was outrag- 
‘ed by the dominance of the auction 
Side of the concern and after a little 
while he withdrew from it-and went 
to London, Here he soon obtained 
post In an antiquarian beokshop, but 
Unlike the majority of his country- 
men, Londen failed to grip him. He 
hankered after Edinburgh and’ was 
determined to return. Every penny, 
shilling and pound that he could 
fave, he did and in 1804 he arrived 
‘back in the Scottish capital, with 0 
rather modest bank balance to his 
ame—but with great faith and con- 
Adence in himself to “make good.” 


Set Up for Mimsett 

He opened a book shop at once 
‘and specialized chiefly in volumes 
‘of. rare and antiquarian interest. 
Publishing had always attracted him 
‘and he succeeded in being appointed 
Edinburgh agent for the London firm 
of John Murray. The success of 
William Blackwood from the first ws 
never doubted. His forceful manner, 
his alive and. alert personatity and 
his transparent honesty and sincerity 
made an immediate appeal to literary 
men, and his judgment in mani 
feripts and books was very rarely at 
fault. 

‘He enraged Sir Walter, Scott, by 
suggesting ‘an alteration ih the’ end 
of the "Black Dwarf," but Black- 
Wood was right, as Seott was com- 
pelled to admit Jater, 

Unfortunately for Blackwood, his 

rary criticisms were not always 
infallible. It is ehiefly on account of 
hig bitter attacks on the “Cockney 
School” and more particularly on 
Keats, that his name has been andes 
down to posterity. So. bitter and 
mordant was his erlticism that for 
many years rumour persised that his 
Tnshing tongue was responsible for 
the premature death of the famous 





























poet. This is the view which has 
Been immortalized in Shelley's poem 
“Adonais.” 
In Princes Street 
But in many other ways Black- 


‘wood's firm did everything to foster 
Hiterary culture, Tn" 1816, Blackwooa 
decided to remove his premises from 
the “Old Town” {0 Princes Street 
then a new and forlorn street and 
the change was a boneficial one. In ht 
premises were to be seon every day 
nearly all the eminent writers, pro- 
fesgors and antiquarian scholars of 
the period, and when in 1817 Black- 
wood decided to start a now magazine 
to rival the celebrated “Edinburgh 
Review." he had ample assistance in 
his venture. 

‘At first the new publication had 
rather a dificult time, but when the 
first name the “Edinburgh Monthly 
Magazine” was dropped six months 
atler the firs: issue and “Blackwood's 
Edinburgh Magazine,” was substitut- 
ed in its place, the periodical at 
once began that prosperous life which 
continues to this day. 

‘William Blackwood himself was an 
editor from October, 1817, to his death 
Jn 1834 and as an editor he was un- 
rivalled in Great Brilain—and- also 
as a publisher,

houses rejected, Blackwood accepted 
fon his own judgment and he scored 
some notabls “hits.”

‘are more than 30 varieties, such a8 
borage, ainse, rosemary. thyme, and 
raway. They are all labeled 
that they are easy to identify. 
‘Among several recent acquisitions 
by the Museum's Department of Far 
Eastern Art is a statuette of Kuan 
Yin with a fawn of Fukien ware of 
the Kang Hsi period, formerly in 
the collection of the late Mrs. Edith 
Rockefeller McCormick. “Amon 
the other objects are a little gilt 
bronze Kuan Yin from the ‘Tang 
dynasty and an embroidered lamaist 
temple banner of the Ming dynasty. 
‘The latter is regarded as important, 
aside from its artistic merits, as ex: 
hibiting Chinese petit point. Floren- 
tine and canvas stitches, at ieast two 
centuries before it was thought :0 
hhave been introduced into the Far 
East from Europe.
